tagious diseases for 1912 while dur­ 
ing 1911 we had 332 cases, a differ­ 
ence of 116 cases, or over thirty per 
cent. 
Scarlet Fever 
With the epidemic of scarlet fev­ 
er which brought us seventeen cases, 
we only had 4 2 cases for the entire 
year with no deaths, while during 
1911 we had 133 cases 
with 
two 
deaths. 
Diphtheria 
A total of seventy cases of diph­ 
theria were reported during 1912. 
Twelve of these cases were carriers 
leaving but fifty-eight actual cases. 
There were three deaths. 
During 1911 there were sixty-four 
cases reported with eight deaths. The 
reduction In the deaths of diphther­ 
ia is largely due to the fact that we 
are now handling our own antitoxin. 
The people are 
getting it at cost 
price and more antitoxin is used and 
j is used early in the disease. The de-! 
; partment by handling its own anti­ 
toxin has not only been instrumental 
I in lessening the number of deaths 
. from diphtheria but has also saved 
the citizens of La Crosse $450.00 in 
the actual cost of the antitoxin.
